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Police Find New Clew to Ex- 


plain Mystery of Atlantic 
City Board Walk 
Shooting. 


HE THREATENED VICTIM. 


Williams Establishes Alibi to 
Prove He Could Not Have At- 
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Atlantic City, N. J., Aug. 29.—[(Special.}— 
Acting upon information from Baltimore, 
the nature of which the police refuse to di- 
vulge, the detectives who have been trying 
to find a definite clew to the identity of the 
man who shot Charles B. Roberts of Baltt- 
more while he was riding with Mrs. W. 8. 
G. Williams in a roller chair on the board 
walk last Wednesday night, have directed 
their energies to the location of a man whose 
name has not yet figured in connection with 
the case. 

It has been learned through a def- 
inite source that the one now sought is 
known to have entered Roberts’ office in Bal- 
timore within a month and to have threat- 
ened to kill him unless he ceased paying Mrs. 
Willams marked attention. 


The identity of this man is to the 


| detectives who have been working on the 


case in Baltimore since early Thursday 
morning. It is unquestioned that he is not 
Mr. Williams, who is reported from Balti- 
more to have satisfied the police as to his 
whereabouts on the day and night of the 
shooting. On the contrary, it is stated 
through a private source of information that 
the man the police are seeking is an individ- 
ual who is bound to Mrs. Williams by more 
than a tie of friendship. 


On the Scene Last Week. 

The police have learned that the man to 
whom suspicion now seems to point regis- 
tered at the Brighton hotel in Atlantic City 
within a week of the date of the shooting. 
The hotel management when asked tonight 
if a person bearing the name of the man who 
now is the central figure in the case had reg- 
istered there admitted the fact. They re- 
fused to state when he left. It ig known 
that the time of his stay at the Brighton 
and Mrs. Williams’ recent residence there 
were coincidental. 

According to the information developed 
tonight the one the police now seek is well 
known in Baltimore club circles. The de- 
tective who went down from Atlantic City 
to Baltimore to make the investigation has 
learned that this man has made po pretense 
ot hiding from his friends his anger at what 
he believed to be the unwarranted attentions 
of Mr. Roberts to Mrs. Williams: He warned 
Roberts in plain language in the re 
of a witness. 


Mrs. Williams Leaves. 

Mrs. Williams left the Hotel Brighton late 
tonight and is supposed to have left the city 
in the race of the police pjan to keep her here 
as a witness in case of arrests. Information 
that Mrs. 
from employés, who declared she had taken 
her baggage and appeared ready to leave 
town. 

A story which may have some bearing on 
the case is told by the Rev. Henry Fisher, 
whose family occupies a cottage at New 
Hampshire avenue and the board walk, two 
blocks from the seewe of the shooting. He 
says that at the time of the shooting he was 
preparing to retire for the night when he 
was attracted by the shots. He went to the 
window and saw three men running down the 
board walk. They turned into New Hamp- 
shire avenue and hurried toward Atlantic 
avenue. He lost sight of them in the dark- 
ness and can give no definite description. 


Hope to Saye Roberts’ Life. 

Heroic efforts were made today to save the 
life of Mr. Roberts. Two surgeons from Bal- 
timore, after a consultation with those from 
the local hospital, performed an unusual 
operation on the patient in an effort to locate 
and remove, if possible, the bullet that pene- 
trated his side. A long incision was made in 
his abdomen on the right side at the point 
where the ball entered. Through this open- 
ing the entire abdominal cavity was explored, 
and it was found that the bullet had passed 
through the liver and iodged in the muscle of 
the back. It was deemed inadvisable to re- 
move the bullet, and after all the arteries had 
been libated, the wound was packed. It was 
stated that Mr. Roberts passed through the 
operation well, and the opinion was expressed 
that if he lived through the effect of it he 
would récover. 


Heart Tragedy Clew. 

One of the strong secret reasons why the 
police of this place are not hunting a plain 
highwayman ase the assailant of Roberts 
came to light today with the reappearance 
of Jesse Jackson, the negro man who had 
been pushing thé chair when a masked man 
shot Roberts. Jackson repeated what he 
had told Capt. Whalen of the detective 
bureau on Wednesday night after the shoot- 
ing. 

This was a scrap of conversation between 
Mr. Roberts and Mrs. Willams which Jack- 
son says he overheard a few minutes before 
he was ordered to stop his chair by the dis- 
guised man. According to the chair pusher. 
he heard Mr. Roberts in earnest conversa- 
tion with his companion. 

“You have broken my beart,“ cried Mr. 
Roberts. according to the story of the chair 
pusher. Almost before Mrs. Williams could 
reply to this accusation of her companion 
came the rude interruption by the masked 


Chair Pusher Tells Story. 

Jackson had been in seclusion until today 
following the advice of Capt. Whalen. When 
found on the board walk this morning the 
negro showed great reluctance to talk. He 
finally was persuaded to tell his story. 

Mr. Roberts hired me outside the Sbel- 
burne hotel about p o’clock on Wednesday 
night,” said Jackson. “He and Mrs. Will- 
iams and a young girl, Miss Sarah Williams, 
got in the chair and I pushed them down to 
the Brighton hotel, where the young girl 
got out.

We are overfohd of change and amendment, and 

at times reckless of underlying principles, which 

are not susceptible of change, and to antagonize 

which may mean disaster and at least is certain to entail stulti- 
fication and impairment of the best of our past and present. 

The campaign on which we are entering signalizes the crys- 

tallization of more that is new than any other within forty 

years, and is not so important for the policies that it will fix 

for the next four years as for the greater changes that its 

result will be found to foreshadow. Over our horizon lift the 

blunt heads of clouds of storm, and the low mutter of distant 

thunder is heard beneath the basic roar of our eighty millions 

moving on. It is the earnest wish of one whose heart has long 

been engrossed with his country’s greatest and best in the ulti- 

mate that the men who shall take over her ward and keep shall 

fail not nor falter in that day more than those statesmen of the 

past whose giant figures loom in the vista of our history mutely 

monitive to emulation. | 

For a time there were those who feared that there was an 
obliquity in the standard of our civic morality which marked 4 
degeneracy not to be averted, and greed, disintegrity, amd ma- 
feasance strode unabashed through the courses of our official 
functions. But we have lived to realize that it was merely an 
excrescence of the times, that it was something transitory, like 
unto the slough of a wound, and that its prevalence and persist- 
ency were needed to rouse the opposition necessary to its final 
obliteration, So, it seems to me, as I review the last half cen- 

that from the mental vision I may draw this certain con- 
clusion: We as individuals and citizens- are better, wiser, 
cleaner handed than we were, and are rising steadily to planes 
higher than we have yet known. It is true in ome way that the 
“evil that men do lives after them and the good is too oft 
interred with their bones.” but that survival is more in effect 
than in popular conéciousness. 

We are prone to think of the past as better than the preseat 
and to forget that which was publicly discreditabie in the last 
decade or the last generation. Considering these matters and 
conditions of which I have had some opportunities of being 
informed, no hesitancy comes in saying that the agitation in 
behalf of common honesty in the last few years bas had a 
notable effect, not only in the immediate conditions that underly 
the agitation, but in the broader things of our intimate life as a 
people. Never has a more intelligent body of voters prepared to 
go to the polls, and never one more thoroughly awakened to ‘ts 
moral responsibilities. 

It is unfortunate at all times, of course, that a rigid partisan 
spirit should hold certain sections of the country to whatever 
course of action is provided for them by the leaders of the 
party to which they are committed, no matter whether that 
principle defining the course be some innocent sophistry or some 
dangerous obsession of a set of blatant demagogues. To be spe- 
cific, the poptlation of some of the New England etates is so 
inherently republican that the fallacy would be palpable indeed _ 
that would not eam thelr support just an it had the approval of 
the leadera of the republican party. On the other hand, the 
south has long taken a stubborn, foolish pride in its enlistment 
under the democracy and has stood like a rock in its partisan- 
ship at times when there are now few who would not admit 
that had its stand been one in the grounds of victory, the con- 
sequences to the country, and particularly to the south itself, 
with her wndeveloped industries dependent in their young 
growth on stable and favorable conditions at large, would have 
been direly unfortumate and productive of injury that cannot 
be estimated. 

There is no a 000 of a sentiment of disloyalty on my 
part to the elder principles of democracy under which I have 
striven always to do my public duty in matters large and small 
when I say that there is a large indication that the coming 
years will bring forth a new ascendency of those same princi- 
pies, perhaps under a different panoply, and perhaps with a 
reincorporation of the decayed fragments of an organisation 
that failed to serve its purpose. No political party in any coun- 
try has ever been wrecked by continued consistency with the 
principles that originally made it a power, the rocks on which 
it fell invariably being the errors of opportunist. The present 
campaign as a side feature will have a long step in the progress 
to the readjustment to first principles, and it is propitious indeed 
that there is no issue of such gravity that those principles are 
feeded to determine it. Never has there been a safer time for 
the rehabilitation to proceed. 

When it became apparent that Mr. Tatt would be the nomi- 
nee of his party, that Mr. Hearst and his party would make a 
clean cut effort for emplacement as a national factor and not 
endeavor to gain any immediate advantage for themselves dy 
any such process as fusion, in fact would seek to destroy Bryan- 
ism, or rather Mr. Bryan’s hold on the democratic party, not by 
forcing the hold to relax but by lessening that which he 
had to hold, conjecture as to the result in the November 
conclusions could be of but one sort among sensible men; With 
the several other parties disorganizing, redeveloping, and pro- 
creating, the republican party is certain, though with a consid- 
erably lessened strength, to move on to a safe victory sustained 
by the popular support of reforms which should not redound to 
its glory solely, those reforms having been the work of decent 
men of all parties. 

There is fear on my part of being Rwy in what lam 
about to say, but surely the fair minded man must realize when 
he considers my attitude toward my owu party, all now a mat- 
ter of immutable record, that it is prompted by a sense of simple 
fairness. Personally and officially I have had the opportunity 
of knowing many things concerning Mr. Taft that were not a 
matter ot general Knowledge, and with a keen interest I have 
watched his large share in the conduct of our national affairs in 
very recent years. His excellence as a federal judge in Cincin- 
nati is something not to be underestimated or overemphasized, 
for should he come to the presidential chair the qualities which 
made him a judge of high ability, which I know him to have 
been, will be the most needful to him as president of the United 
States. His high ideals of honesty and of relative justice, his 
great capacity for severe labor, and his humorous wisdom in the 
face of the serious problems are attributes equally valuable and 
commendatory to a people seeking him in whom they may 
repose the trust of their collective interests while they turn their 
increased attention to their pressing jndividual demands. 

Whatever may be said as to the events of the last ten years 
which are alleged to have made us a world power, there remains 
small opportunity for controversy over the essential features of 
our conduct in the face of the problems brought to face us by 
those happenings. Now, being self-contained and compact in 
our political geography and federated in our common interests 
wherever our dominion was established, we have become ex- 
tended and increased the span of the arch of our structure, and 
must undertake to equate the widely different concerns of indl- 
viduals and communities antithetical as to race, traditions, and 
modes of lite and autipodal as to location on the face of the 
earth. Dwelling on the unwisdom of prematurely acquiring 
colonies is fatuous, the national duty is neither to help those 


-colonies for their exploitation nor to cast them off to avoid the 


burden of their responsibilities. The questions involved are no 
more matters to be harrowed through the mill of politics than 
is the policy of the Panama canal something to be stamped 
either as republican or democratic. 

These questions are fruitful of trouble and perturbation, and 
the primary requisite of the man or men who must deal with 
them is an abundant knowledge of the people of the outlying 
domain. That Mr. Taft is possessed of this knowledge as is no 
other man in the country is hardly to he denied; granted that he 
has had extraérdinary opportunities, he has shown himself able 
to improve those ‘opportunities ia a manner which it is not 


— 


extravagant to say will be bis broadest claim so far ta enduring 


fame when the acute visual. distortion of the present and oppor- 
tume shall have given place to the inexorable perspective of his- 
tory in which the relative values of public deeds to public duties 
are completely clarified and announced to posterity. The misery 
and misfortune which an ignorant or obstinate administrator, no 
matter how high the ethical standard of his motives, could 
entail upon our wards of the Pacific and Caribbean are ap- 
palling to contemplate; were his administration to be at fault in 
any other particular, in those things Mr. Taft's record shows 
him to be entirely dependable. 

Since the last presidential election there have been the fol- 
lowing large movements of public sentiment which ha ve a bear- 
ing either pemotely or immediately pertaining to the present 
campaign: The temperance sentiment has. developed marvel- 
ously and extended to a greater scope than anything else in our 
history since the abolition of slavery; the evils of the various 
forms of gambling have provoked a smaller though considerable 
reform; the manifest wrongs of the tariff system have excited 
clamor, based on anger and resentment throughout the business 
world; the growing power of corporate interests has met @ 
stubborn retaining wall in the resistance of the individual to 
domination or disadvantage, and the doctrines of socialism, long 
looked upon as an excrescence of economic friction, have entered 
deeply into the thought of a disturbed people, and must be reck- 
oned with. 

The movement which Pl resulted 5 the closing of a hun- 
dred thousand saloons is fortunately somethi nonpolitical, or, 
rather, it is so local a matter aba is so equalized that it 
can have no general party effect. In New York state the action 


of Gov. Hughes in compelling the racetrack gambling legisla- 


tion has merely served to widen the breach between the demo- 
cratic city and the republican country. Not in, this election or 
the next is the question of the tariff at all likely to be a para- 
mount isspe of the principle involved. That will come later 
when conditions have altered nationally and our foreiga ‘trade 
interests have assumed something of the gigantic 
that are zeir ultimate destiny. 

In the policies of the present n ende which are 


announced as to be continued should Mr. Taft receive both 


nomination ahd election, there is an effect on the present cam- 
paign of a very puzzling nature indeed. If there were three 
large parties, one liberal, one radical, and the third conserva- 
tive, there is no doubt that the east and the manufacturing west 
would assemble its forces behind conservative standard and 
would carry them forward to a meager victory, but this is to be 
a campaign in which the vested interests can have no candidate 
and in which they can best secure their selfish ends by taking 


the safer choice. It is not likely that the business interests of | 


the country would be disturbed by the victory of either parity, 
and certainly Mr. Taft's reiterated attitude toward corporations 
of all sorts contains no hint that fair dealing on their part will 
be met with anything but conservative and discriminating gen- 
erosity on the part of his administration. From 

gathered among men with much at stake, it is clegr to me that 
the comporate interests of the country, though convinced that 
Megal combinations, illegal repression of competition, and illegal 


exploitation of the public are things which the public intends to 


make no longer possible, have no fear of the outcome, knowing 
that honesty, whether compulsory or voluntary, never caused 3 
panic or a decline in genuine values. 

Gravely different, however, are the facts underlying the 
social movement. It must be realized that this ig no agitation 
for a fairer adjustment of matters between capital and labor; 
it is something which attacks with the idea of destruction the 
fundamental idea of property and the plain principle of w 
employment. With socialism in the ascendancy, capital and 
bor cease to be things which their terms now signify. It is not 
within my province to discuss, controvert, or elucidate the op- 
posed conditions; rather should the political effeet be considered. 

Quite as the average citizen viewed with astonishment the 
total figures of the last election, seeing that even against the 
tide of Mr. Roosevelt’s personal popularity Mr. Debs had polled 
nearly half a million votes, so will they contemplate the results 
in November. If Mr. Hearst’s party were not in the field, and 
therefore should not draw to it a large body of disaffected 
voters whe will be chary of advocating radical socialism, and 
the socialist and socialist labor parties were to mark the full 
count of those who have become imbued with the fallacies of 
the noncompetitive state of society, they would be found to be 
more than a million strong, and it will be no matter of surprise 
to me if the returns show more than that up te the point of 
having tripled the record made four years ago. 


The union labor vote is an indeterminate quantity and never 


will de more in America. In the first place, the causes that 
make a union are usually local and conflict with broader inter- 
ests, as is quickly found when an effort is made to treat them 
as general. The mere fact of being federated on the basis of a 
single interest, that of common employment as skilled laborers 
for wages, can never force the mass of union men to act polit- 
ically’ with anything like solidarity. We have seen the labor 
vote of a district crush a congressman, or the labor men of a 
state make a governor or control a legislature, but never will it 
be posajble for the national labor vote to be anything more than 
a myth, except when workingmen, no matter whether union or 
nonunion, individually determine that a vote for a national can- 
didate and his party platform means a continuance-of their 
prosperous state or an improvement in one that is bad. 

Preponderating in its importance to the future as to peace 
or war and international relations and commerce is the integ- 
rity; sanity, and perspicacity of the new congress. Without 
wishing to be understood as anticipating attempts from the 
exterior to hinder our progress Sr balk the peaceful, prosperous 
course of our development, it would be an evasion for me to 
conclude this paper without taking cognizance of our interna- 
twnal situation and its relation to the campaign. As I have 
intimated, there is no more reason to consider ourselves a world 
power now than in the days when our fleet met the British on 
equal terms or when we went into the Mediterranean to punish 
pirates, or, though young and raw, dared to balk the European 
program that made Maximilian emperor of Mexico. : 

While it is true that our powers have multiplied many times 
since then, it must be remembered that the military establigh- 
ments and colonial activities of Europe have more than quad- 
rupled. We are merely returning to our own in some things, 
though taking on a new importance im others. We are palpably 
drifting into a set of relations toward other powers, especially 
in the matters of China, Hawaii, and the Philippines, from 
which we can emerge without war only through the strongest 
and wisest statesmanship; nevertheless, the justice and humaai- 
tarianism of our acts and policies will serve us in the highest 
degree, and we may be able to surmount the crisis withont those 
certain results which would be deplorable in the extreme. 

It is not often that congress has shown itself fitted to deal 
wisely with conditions outside our borders, compared with its 
handling of domestic affairs, and our political economy places 
such a potentiality for mischief in our deliberative assemblage 
that it might undo all the craft of state and the wisdom and 
conservatism of the executive. For months the indications have 
been that the next congress would see many new faces, and the 
country may look for republicans from the south and democrats 
from New England at a rate and with a diffusion that will be 
truly surprising. 

But when the misadventures of parties misied by sophisti- 
cated, sympathy-mad leaders trumpeting false calls to reform, 
the treacherous distortions of sentiment by subordinating pri- 
vate interests, and the well meaning but overheated blundering 
of the impetuous are all met and ordinated, there must rise the 
final good, for the hand of the Almighty lies to hold and guide 
steadily, unwavering, and eternally secure, and through his infi- 
nite mercy we shall come to the fulfillment of our mission, fore- 
told with our birth, nobly begun in our youth, for the uplifting 
of our race and our brothers to the favors not our own.

Shippers and Roads Plan Con- 


certed Move Against Mis- 
7 1 souri River Decision. 


APPEAL TO COURT NEAR? 


Chicago and St. Louis Fear In- 
dustrial Blow from Com- 
mission’s Opinion. 


Plans are now being lald for one of the 
most stubborn contests ever waged against 
a decision of the interstate commerce com- 
mission in the effort to secure a reversal of 
the decision written by Commissioner E. E. 
Clark fm the famous Missouri river rate case. 

The decision means a great dea! to Chicago 
and vitally affects the most important in- 
terests of the railroads and the shippers 
alike. The fight will assume an added in- 
terest from the fact that the transportation 
companies and the shippers for the time 
being will stand side by side to defend their 
position against what is regarded as one of 
the most radical steps ever taken by the 
commission. 

It not only involves the lose of millions 
annually in revenue to the railroads, it is 
asserted, but if carried out to its logical con- 
clusion may mean the revision of the com- 
mercial and industrial map of the coun- 
try. 

The order of the commission, which goes 

into effect on Sept. 25, reduces the through 
rates from the Atlantic seaboard to the Mis- 
gouri river to an amount less than the sums 
of the local rates from the seaboard to the 
Mississippi and from the Mississippi to the 
Missourl. As interpreted by Commissioner 
Clark, the order is a promulgation of a new 
principle of rate making in place of the one 
‘which has been in effect for forty years. 


Chicago at a Disadvantage. 

The direct effect of the decision is to place 
Chicago and St. Louis at a disadvantage 
with the Missouri river cities, such as Kan- 
sas City, St. Joseph, and Omaha, in the mat- 
ter of rates as applied to the jobbing business. 
The indirect result, it is stated on all sides, 
will be a new system of rates throughout the 
country as well as a possible blow at some 
commercial centers and the building up of 
others. 

The through rate from New York to points 
west of the Missouri river heretofore has 
been based on the local rate to the Mississipp! 
river crossings, such as St. Louis and Du- 

duque, plus the local from the Mississippi to 
the Missouri. plus the local rate to the point 
= or $1.47 from New York to Kansas 

ty. 

The Missouri river jobbers complained 
their rates were unduly discriminatory as 
compared with the St. Paul and Minneapolis 
rates, $1.15 from New York. The commis- 
gion held that the Twin Cities rates reason- 
ably may be lower than the Missouri river 
rates because of competition by water lines 
and Canadian rail ®nes, over which the com- 
mission has no jurisdiction, but thet the 
through rates to the Missouri river are un- 
reasonably high. It consequently ordered a 
reduction, making a through rate from New 
Tork to Kansas City of $1.38. 

The rate from New York to the Missouri 
giver cities via Chicago always hase been 8 
cents higher than by way of St. Louis, be- 
cause of the longer haul, for one thing, or 


81.86, made up of the 75 cents from New 


York to Chicago, plus 80 cents from Chicago 
to the Missouri. 

As a result the Chicago and St. Louis job- 
bers declare they will be practically shut out 
of the business west of the Missouri river in 
competition with Kansas City and St. Joseph. 


Appeal to the Courts? 


Although definite ways and means have not 
yet been announced, it is known several con- 
ferences have been held between the rail- 
roads and the shippers, and that it has been 
Gecided to carry the case to the highest 
eourts. 

It seems probable, therefore, that applica- 
tion will be filed in a federal court at an 
early date asking for an injunction restrain- 
fing the operation of the order as soon as it 
goes into effect. 

The Chicago Association of Commerce 


-@sked the roads to give Chicago a local rate 
* of 71 cents instead of 80 cents to the Missouri 


river, thus reé@stablishing the old relation- 
ship. The railroads insisted this would only 
reduce their revenues still further without 
helping Chicago, because Commissioner 
Clark has stated that the commission would 
order an equal reduction in the through rate 
tm order to carry out its principle that the 
through rate shall be less than the combined 
locals. 

» Railroad officials assert the only logical re- 
guilt of the decision is the establishment of 
the through rate system, and that no one can 
tell to what lengths it will lead. 


Advocates Combined Attack. . 


“The railroads and the shippers have got 
to get together and ask for an injunction,” 
gaid F. T. Bentley, traffic manager of the 
Tilirocts Steel company, yesterday. “If the 
through rate principle is extended, many in- 
terior manufacturing cities will be put off 
the map. The decision simply carries out the 
long cherished ideas of the commission. of 
establishing through rates generally. 

This means a change in a rate structure 
which is based on commercial conditions and 
geographical location and substitutes for it 
an artificial one founded on theory and law. 

Just consider the ultimate effect. If you 
put in a through rate fo Kansas City lower 
than the combination of the locals, why not 
@ still lower one, in proportion to the dis- 
tance, to Wichita, Salt Lake City, Reno, and 
San Francisco? Then, the only place that 
would get any benefit from it would be the 
ones farthest away, or New York and San 
Francisco. 


Consider Rate Advance. 

Passenger and freight rates to the Pacific 
@oast may be increased if the plans consid- 
ered at a meeting of officials of the Union 
Pacific railway at the Auditorium Annex 
hotel during the day are fruitful. The meet- 
ing was an executive one, but it was de- 
clared in the evening that an increased tariff 
rate to the coast had been considered. 

“Of course,” said one of the officials, “we 
ean de nothing without the ala of the Santa 
Fé pecple, and if they come into the agree- 
ment the rates will be advanced, otherwise 
they may hot be.”

TO FORCE COURT ACTION ; 


Campaign on Liquor and Cigarets Will 
Commence Tomorrow. 


The highly diverting spectacle of Harvey 
saloonkeepers serving such mild beverages 
as brown pop, cherry frappés, and Gaston 
cocktails may be presented in the near fu- 
ture. 

However, every seller of liquor in the vil- 
lage, which happens to be the home of Miss 
Lucy Page Gaston, is scheduled for a change 
of heart which will cause him to don a lit- 
tle red ribbon and sever his connection with 
the breweries and distilleries for all time 
to come, 

These things are but incidental to a great 
campaign that is to be begun in Harvey 
tomorrow evening. In a great tent which 
already has been erected there Miss Gaston 
and a devoted band of followers expect to 
start an endless chain of organizations 
which, to use their own words, “ will sweep 
the state for prohibition and reform.“ 


Plans of Campaigners. 

Here are some of the things that these or- 
ganizations have planned to do before the 
legislature convenes: 

Wipe out the saloons of Harvey by court action 
and convert the saloonkeepers. 

Circulate an anti-cigaret petition which will 
bear the names of every boy in Illinois, asking the 
legisiature to pass an anti-cigaret law. 

Carry the anti-cigaret crusade into every col- 
lege in the United States by means of the . 
M. C. A. 

Crystallize pubif opinion against cigarets 
throughout the state to such a degree that the 
legislature will be compelled to pase the desired 
prohibitive measure. 

Miss Gaston admits that this movement 
came to her as an inspiration. 80, believing 
that charity and all other good things ought 
to begin at home, she started the work in 
Harvey. To oust the saloons, she believes, 
will not be as hard as might appear to the 
superficial débserver. : 

She pointed out that when the village first 
was incorporated the lots on which all the 
business district stands was sold with an 
anti-saloon clause carefully printed at the 
top of the deals in large letters. As years 
went on, however, unscrupulous saloonkeep- 
ers appeared to forget this clause.

Thus, Miss 
Gaston says, public opinion already favors 
the ousting of the saloons, and all that re- 
mains is’ to carry this desire into execution. 

In order to attract even the anti-reformers 
to the big tent proceedings Miss Gaston has 

secured the services of Billy ’’ Williams, a 
vaudeville star who has been converted to 
the teachings which will be the subject of 
discussion at these meetings. 

The programs, whioh still are in the formu- 
lative stage, will include popular songs, in- 
strumental music, and a few choice jokelets, 
of the sort that will get the subjects in the 
proper frame of mind for the more serious 
discussion that will follow.

of steel. The ties are a hollow steel shell 
about seven feet long with clamps into which 
the rails are fitted. In order to show just 
how they look I had a native stand a tie upon 
end and photographed it. The man is fully 
six feet in height and the tie reaches more 
than a foot above him. All of the railroad 
stations are made of galvanized iron, and in 
the huts here at Broken Hill almost no wood 
is used. This is necessary on account of the 
white ants which infest the regions north of 
the Zambesi. They live upon wood and they 
burrow into the railroad ties and eat away 
until nothing but a shell i# left. When 
wooden telegraph poles are erected they 
chew them to pieces so that the wires fall to 
the ground. 4 

White ants are to be found all over central 
Africa. I have seen tens of thousands of 
their hills during thistrip. Sometimes their 
mounds will be twenty feet high and at others 
they do not reach the height of your waist. 
They go about as far below the ground as 
above it, and each hill is divided up into Nttle 
rooms much like a flat building. The ants 
have their soldiers and guards. They have 
their workers and drones, and there is a big 
queen who looks for all the world like a 
white worm of the size and shape of a small 
Frankfurter sausage, and who lays all the 
eggs. I was offered.one of these queens as 
a present during my stay in Uganda. It had 
been caught by an English army officer and 
pickled in alcohol. I feared, however, that 
the bottle might break and had to refuse. 


Ants Make Cement. 


Speaking of the white ants, they are of 
great value to Africa. Their homes form 
a natural cement. The ant hills are built 
grain by grain by these little insects, which, 
as they build, moisten the clay with a juice 
from their mouths. This spittie contains 
formic acid and it is of such a nature that it 
changes the clay into paste or glue which 
afterward turns to stone. It may be mixed 
with water and softened, but as arule ft is as 
hard as cement and has the same properties. 
All over Africa the natives take this ant clay 
for their building material. They start their 
huts by making a framework of sticks which 
they weave in and out much like a basket. 
Over this they spread the wet clay from the 
white ant hills, using it as a plaster. After 
a time the walls become as solid as stone, and 
they form a perfect protection form the 
weather. In some places the huts are com- 
posed entirely of this material and in others 
they end in cones of thatch. Many of the 
pioneers of Rhodesia live in huts of this char- 
acter, and there is a mission church here 
which is plastered with red clay from the 
abandoned homes of the white ants. The 
church is floored with such clay, but its over- 
hanging roof is of galvanized iron. It was put 
up by the Rev. John M. Springer, who for a 
long time was the head of the Methodist Epis- 
copal missions at Umtali. Mr. Springer 
stopped at Broken Hill on a trip across 
Africa and built this church during his stay. 


Station Farthest North. 


But suppose we take a look at Broken Hin. 
the present terminus of the Cape to Cairo rail- 
road. It isthe South African station farthest 
north and ie in the heart of the black con- 
tinent. It lies 880 miles above the Zambesi 
river, and more than a hundred miles from 
the Kafue river, which is one of the Zam- 
besi’s mighty branches. The land here is 
high and healthy. It is a great plain 
lying farther above the sea than the average 
altitude of the tops of the Allegheny moun- 
talns The plain is covered with grass which 
reaches far above one’s head, and is spotted 
with patches of forest and chumps of brush. 
The woods are not dense, nor are the trees 
large, but they are the haunts of many wild 
animals. The country seems rich, and it will 
some day be taken up by farmers and stock 
raisers. 

Broken Hill itself is a mining town sup- 
ported by the several hills of zinc and lead 
which I shall deseribe later on. It consists 
of two settlements, one of which is devoted to 
the white officers and overseers who manage 
the mines and to the native workmen who 
live in a kraal nearby, and the other of the 
hotel and stores and the homes of those who 
have businese outside the mines. There are 
no saloons in either settlement, and the sell- 
ing of Hquor is contrary to law. 

I wish I could show you the hotel at Broken 
Hill. It ie a collection of thatched huts made 
of red clay from the homes of the white ants. 
The largest hut is the dining room and near it 
is the kitchen, built so far away that no smell 
can offend. Every guest has his own indi- 
vidual hut as a bedroom. The dedroom huts 
are also made of red clay with grass roofs. 
All have holes in the walls for windows and 
mosquito nets take the place of glass. The 
dining room is about twenty feet square and 
the waiters are half naked negroes who trot 
about in their bare feet. 


Bad Place for Babies. 


This hotel is almost in the jungie. The 
places between the huts are clear, but the 
grass behind ie as high as your head and it 
would be easily possible for a leopard or a 
lion to crawl up and sneak oute baby. In- 
deed, the mothers watch their children care- 
fully, and the little ones never play out of 
doors after dark. 

And are there white children away up here 
in the heart of Africa? Yes, there are fifty 
or more white men connected with the mines 
and some have their Ar with them. 
Altogether there are & dozen white 
women and numerous children, —

LONDON, Aug. 20.—Swimming as a sport 
for women is now one of the passionate 
pastimes of the fair sex in England. One 
of London's most popular lady mayoresses is 
the winner of four gold medals for diving and 
swimming, while many women of title have 
established records at the swimming pools 
provided by the exclusive clubs of Mayfair. 
Among, these latter are Lady Constance 
Stewart-Richardson, holder of the Bath club 
championship trophy for three years; the 
duchess of Sutherland and her daughter, 
Lady Rosemary Leveson-Gower; Lady Di- 
ana and Lady Letty Manners, Lady Cairnes, 
and the popular American women, the count- 
ess of Essex. formerly Miss Adele Grant of 
New Tork: Miss Lucie Dodge, Miss Mabel 
Rainey, and others. 

Clubs in which women are members, but 
which have no swimming pools, are making 
arrangements for the use of the Bath club 
facilities, or those of some public bath. La- 
dies’ day at the baths is becoming one of 
the most interesting London attractions. At 
most of the pleasure resorts on the Thames— 
such as Richmond, Twickenham, Kingston, 
and Windsor—sewimming clubs are being or- 
ganized. 


Don’t Hide Their Curves. 

In England many of the women's bathing 
suits are tight fitting garments, similar to 
those worn by men in America. There are 
no cumbering skirts, no sleeves, and nothing 
to retard the progress of the swimmer 
through the water, These costumes would 
be regarded in America as brief,’’ to say the 
least, but in England the swimmer’s com- 
fort and convenience is the first considera- 
tion, and, while the costume perhaps sur- 
passes the directoire in its clining adhestve- 
ness, little regard is paid by the wearers to 
what might truly be described as feminine 
„ shortcomings.” 

The present princess of Wales is a fine 
swimmer. The two little princes are now ex- 
perts, having been constant attendants at the 
Bath club for several years. They were first 
instructed by Miss Amy Daly, the swimming 
expert, who gives instruction to women mem- 
bers of the club. 

Lady Constance Stewart-Richardson is 
perhaps the most striking personality of all 
the ladies of title who patronize the Bath 
club. Her career has been most romantic. 
Before her marriage in 1904 to Sir Edward 
Stewart-Richardson she achieved an inter- 
national reputation as Lady Constance 
Mackenzie. 


Known as the Swallow.“ 


The front of Lady Stewart-Richardson’s 
bathing costume is covered with medals 
which she has won both in swimming and 
diving. She has a sum figure and always 
wears black. At all the contests in which 
she takes part Lady Constance wins un- 
stinted admiration for her graceful poise and 
movements. She has been nicknamed the 
„ Swallow for her ease and swiftness in 
getting through the water, and for her beau- 
tiful dives from high altitudes. 

Miss Amy Daly, the instructress of the 
Bath club, ts also an interesting personal- 
ity. Miss Daly has been decorated by the 
Royal Humane society for plunging into the 
water fully dressed and saving a woman, 
She is one of the most expert swimmers in 
England and has won no end of prizes and 
gold medals for life saving, high diving, and 
“fancy "” swimming. 

London is perhaps unique in providing its 
inhabitants with fine swimming pools in vari- 
out parte of the metropolis.

Reports in Berlin That Emperor Will- 
jam Has His Eye on Archduke Karl 
Franz Josef, in Line of Succession.

BERLIN, Aug. 29.—Interesting reports are 
afloat to the effect that the kaiser has his 
eye upon @ young man who some day will be 
emperor of Austria as the future husband of 
his only daughter, the 16 year old Princess 
Victoria Luise. The object of this alleged 
august match making is Archduke Karl 
Frans Josef, grand nephew of Emperor Fran- 
cis Joseph, 

Karl Franz, who is just 21, is the eldest son 
of the late Archduke to Franz Josef, 
brother of Archduke Franz Ferdinand, who 
will ascend the Austro-Hungarian throne 
when the present aged monarch dies. Arch- 
duke Karl Franz is directly in line of succes- 
sion, because Archduke Frans Ferdinand re- 
nounced the rights of succession for his own 
children in consequence of his morganatic 


marriage to countess von Hohenberg.

He received his education at the University 
of Heidelberg, and while in Egypt became 
great friends with Prince Waldemar of Prus- 
ma, the eldest son of Prince Henry. He 
is a particular favorite of the old emperor 
of Austria, but has had more than an ordi- 
nary share of ill luck. When he was about 
18 years old he injured himself slightly with 
a rusty nail while engaged in the construc- 
tion of a blockhouse near Gmunden. The in- 
jury: developed into blood poisoning of the 
most serious character, on the top of which 
he caught, the measles from his younger 
brother, and then developed an allment of 
the kidneys, and rheumatic fever. In ‘fact, 
for a number of years he was quite an in- 
valid, and it is only by means of spending 
all his winters in upper Egypt and in the 
hinterland of Tunis and of Algeria, that he 
has recovered his health.

Lowers Wheat Estimate. 

Serious discrepancies exist this year be- 
tween the government's crop expectancy and 
the figures arrived at by the bank’s corre- 
spondents in the grain states and those 
reached by the most authoritative private in- 
vestigators: The report says: 

“The government figures for August indi- 
cated a total wheat yield of nearly 672,000,000 
bushels, against about 634,000,000 bushels last 
year. Our own percentages, using the gov- 
ernment’s figures for acreage, indicate a total 
crop of 648,000,000 bushels.

The day's 
receipte of cattle were estimated at only 300 and 
they were locked up for Mondey’s trade, the mar- 
ket closing nominally steady at an advance of 
100 for the bulk of the native steers. Demand 
for killing cattle has been much more vigorous 
this week, but the feeders did not move with 
the freedom expected and finished largely 15@25c 
lewer for the week. Receipts of lambs for the 
day were placed at 2,000.

CATTLE. 


Native steers sold to better advantage this week, 
an increase in supplies being offset by a broader 
outside demand and more energetic buying by 
local packers. More uniform quality also helped 
the price range and at the close all medium to 
choice steers were quotable 10@25c higher than a 
week ago. Common light grassy steers showed 
little change in value, the buying throughout the 
week having reflected a desire among buyers to 
pay more money and get good st..k rather than 
fill orders with cheap 2 Receipts of range 
cattle were much larger. t the packers took 
hold of the offerings in a liberal way, while on 
late days a lack of sufficient supplies of native 
steers forced shippers and exporters to fill orders 
with western stock of quality. This resulted in 
an advance of 10@15c in the price of good strong- 
weight range steers. although the light grades 
finished 10c off for the week. Cows and heitere 
from the ranges closed at practically unchanged 
prices.

The Huntsman. and Peter Balta. With- 
out going into details it may be said that 
with the single exception of Prince C. 
not one of these horses ever has shown high 
class as a race trotter, while behind them 
at the finish of a race for the biggest purse 
ever offered were such admitted cracks at 
the racing gaine as Sweet Marie, Wilkes 
Heart, Margaret O., Del Coronado, Daniel, 
Beatrice Bellini, Locust Jack, and two score 
others of less note. 

As a racing proposition. considered from 
the standpoint of merit as between the ani- 
mals engaged, the handicap was of abso- 
lutely no value. 

Nobody doubts that if a 2:10 trotter is 
given enough start it can beat a 2:02 trotter 
over a mile and a quarter or more of ground. 
Likewise a slow horse can defeat a fast one 
in a race of any distance, provided the handi- 
cap is prepared with that result in view. 


Qbjections to the Plan. 

In the Boston race it was the aim of the 
handicappers to so arrange matters that 
every horse would have an equal chance. On 
the running turf such result may approx!- 
mately be accomplished by k judicious dis- 
tribution of weight, the best horse according 
to form as revealed in previous races being 
allotted the greatest burden and ordinerily a 
good contest is provided. 

But the idea of handicapping by distance 
to be raced instead ot by weight to be carried 
fis one that does not appeal to Americans ac- 
customed to seeing trotters and pacers 
started from the same merk, because no mat- 
ter how ingeniously the relative merits of the 
animals engaged in any race may have been 
ascertained by the handicappers, the fact 


temains that in a field of sixteen—which was 


the number that started in the final dash at 
- Boston—the horses that start on the rear- 
most marks must of necessity be obliged to 
pull out and go around a lot of presumably 
inferior animals, because when the hindmost 
horses overtake the foremost ones the latter 
are huddled as close to the pole as they can 
get, and to pull out and trot around them 
means a loss of time that must of necessity 
be fatal to success in a race where the dis- 
tance is only a mile and a quarter for the 
mags that have the shortest route to go. 


Premium on Deception. 
That handicap racing, no matter how the 


=, handicap is reached, is a form of sport which 


makes deception as to the true form of his 


~ horse imperative on the owner of each ani- 


5 mal engaged has been a matter of common 
knowledge for more than a century—in fact, 
ever since the plan first was tried on the Eng- 
ah running turf. 

In the case of a field of thoroughbreds it 
is possible to mass a dozen or more nags at 
the post, no matter from what part of the 
track the start is made, without seriously in- 
terfering with the chances of any of them. 

To start with, every hose has the same dis- 
tance to run. If he draws a position in the 
second rank there inevitably will be some 
stage of the journey from the nag fall to the 


Wire at which the horses in front of him will 


leave an opening into which he can go if he 
has the best of them in speed. Once in the 
front row hie chance to win is as good es 
anybody's. 

These conditions in no way obtain in the 
case of a big field of harness horses. Each 
animal is hitched to a sulky, a vehicle which 
requires five or six feet of room in which its 
wheels may safely run. In the event of a col- 
sion the life of the driver is endangered. 


0 Chance to Get Through. 
When the trotter hitched to a sulky comes 
up to the horses in front of him he prac- 
tieally has no chance to get through. That is 
why Peter Balta (ever hear of Peter before ?) 
figures as a money winner in the big race at 
Boston, while Sweet Marie.. Wilkes Heart 
— a few others of that class do not get any- 
ng. 

What do you think the odds would be 
egainst even Allen Winter if the Boston race 
were to be trotted over again next week? 
He would not be the favorite by a long shot, 
because of the knowledge that the result of 
any race in which horses to the number of 
@ dozen or more were handicapped by dis- 
tance must depend largely on luck. There is 
mo question that Allen Winter is a good trot- 
ter, and the other horses in the money at 
Boston can perform well at that gait. But 
until they have made records equal to or 
better than the ones held by a lot of the trot- 
ters they beat it hardly will be argued that 
they are in the same class with Sweet Marie 
and half a dozen cthers that might be named 
end that took part in the Boston handicap. 

Whether or not the handicap idea wi]! work 
out well in harness racing will be discovered 
in the next year. At the Wisconsin State fair 
e coupie of handicap events have been ar- 
ranged, and if the entry to them is large 
enough to suit the management a few things 
Will be decided. The Wisconsin purses are 
$2,000 each, one for trotters and one for 

pacers. and the entrance fee is $40, the entire 
amount due the morning of the race.

TRIANGULAR CRUISE FIRST. 


Following That Is Series for the Sir 
John Nutting Trophy.

The Chicago Yacht club, which recently 
gained additional fame by lifting the Lipton 
cup with its syndicate boat Chicago, will con- 
tinue in the spotlight during the first two 
weeks in September, when two important 
events are to be run by theclub. The C. Y. 
C. will hold undisputed possession of the 
center of the yachting stage with its two big 
annual fixtures—the triangular St. Joe-Mich- 
nan City-Chicago cruising race and the Nut- 
ting cup series. 

Both events are being prepared for by the 
local yacht owners and each promises to 
break all former records. The first will be 
the tri-port cruise, which is to start Friday 
evening, Sept. 4, with St. Joe as the first 
objective point. Following the open door” 
pulicy of its neighbor, the Columbia Yacht 
club, which took down the bars for the first 
time in the Michigan City race, the Chicago 
Yacht club has opened the entry list to all 
clubs on the lake, and indications are that 
several of the organizations will be repre- 
sented in the three corner contest. 


Plan of the Race. 

Dates for the cruise have been well selected 
and should prove popular with the yacht 
owners, as three days can be taken for the 
race with practically no loss of time from 
business. The start is set for 7:30 o'clock 
on Friday night, and the winning boat 
should arrive at the Michigan resort early 
Saturday morning. The fleet will remain at 
St. Joe until 9:30 o'clock Sunday morning, 
when the second leg of the race is to be sailed 
to Michigan City. The squadron will lay 
over at the Indiana port until 9:30 o’clock a. 
m. on Monday (Labor day), when the third 
and final leg of the triangle is to be con- 
tested back to Chicago, where all of the 
contestants, under ordinary circumstnaces, 
should be tied up to their moorings by the 
middle of the afternoon. 

Interest increases in the annual series of 
races for the Sir John Nutting cup, which is 
to be competed for on Sept. 11, 12, 14, and 15 
We boats of the eighteen foot restricted class. 
Four clubs are in the hunt for the English 
baronet’s trophy, and five yachts will com- 
pete. The entries in the hands of Chairman 
G. H. Atkin are Dr. C. P. Pinkard’s Pequod, 
present holder of the cup, of the Chicago 
Yacht club; the syndicate boat, Apache, also 
of the Chicago Yacht club; F. H Early’s 
We're Here, Columtja Yacht club; W. T. 
Cooper's Seminole, South Shore Country 
club; and Duluth, which will represent the 
Saddle and Cycle club. 

A difference in opinion has arisen among 
the Chicago Yacht club members over the 
semi-professional skipper question, and a 
meeting has been called for Wednesday 
night to thrash out the matter. At present 
the revised rules provide that the helmsman 
aboard the Nutting cup racers must be a 
Corinthian yachtsman, and that no person 
shall be deemed eligible to act as helmsman 
who has engaged in the business of design- 
ing or building boats, or who has in any way 
received compensation for labor or services 
in any capacity whatever, or in connection 
with boats. 

Aimed at One Man? 

It ie said that supporters of this rule are 
aiming at Alex. Cuthbert, designer, builder, 
and skipper of the Lipton cup holder, Chi- 
cago, who also designed and built Pequod 
and sailed that yacht last season when it 
lifted the Nutting cup. 

Feeling on the subject is running high, and 
a warm debate is looked for at the meeting.

The coach had 
simply to give the team its signals, the plays 
the signals called for, where they went, how 
the linemen were to charge, and what men 
the interference was supposed to take off. 
Most of thie the player. knew before he came 
to college because of preparatory school 
experience. _ 
Different Proposition Now. 

Now it is different. The coach must think 
up playe which are suited to his team. If 
he hae a fast, shifty back field, with an av- 


| erage line and a good quarter back who can 


throw the hall at any angleand from any po- 
sition, he invent numerous plays of the 
open variety with the forward pass and the 
onside kick playing the most -prominent 
parts, On the other hand, if his team be 
composed of slower and less shiftier men he 
will have to revert to the old style game as 
much as possible, with enough of the new 
game sprinkled in to keep the other team 
guessing. 3 

There are many matters which a coach 
must turn his attention te the moment the 
candidates come out on the field. ‘ One is a 
kicker, both of he drop or place and the 
pum. The other ls a man who can throw thé 
ball accurately. Numerous games were won 
last year because some team had a player 
who had the faculty of booting the ball over 
the cross bar at opportune times. “he most 
striking examples of this in the west were 
the performances of Capron, the’Minnesota 
star. Almost unaided he tied up the game 
with Wisconsin with his drop kicks after it 
appeared to be apparently lost, and he scored 
all the points the Gophérs made against Chi- 
cago in the game for the western champion: 
ship, besides making many other goals in 
smaller games which helped swell the score 
for his team. ‘ 

Value of the Punter. 

The punter under the old rules was a most 
important asset to any team, but his services 
are needed more under the new régime. It 
was a frequent saying that this team or that 
team would play a kicking game in some 
contest because they had a good punter. Why 
shouldn't they play a kicking game? It saves 
the kicker’s team much physical energy, at 
the same time taking the heart out of the 
opponents whose forty or fifty yards of hard 
gaineé ground is lost by one single boot of the 
kicker on the ot aner team.

Now the plays will have to be carefully 
planng d. The man who is to receive the 
ball ll have to be gotten out in the open 
by means of, some sort of strategy, where 
he will be free from interference. The 
player who throws the ball will have to 
be protected more to allow him time to 
fix the ball in his hand to throw it with 
some degree of accuracy. 


Benefit of New Rules. 

The new rules will be of greater benefit to 
the players, as*they will not go out on the 
field in that mechanical way which charac- 
terized the old teams. The piayers must as- 


they will be thrown on their own resources, 
Of course the coach will outline a defense 
for his team which he hopes will meet the 
opponents’ offense, but this cannot be done 
Gefinitely as there are so many plays that 
one set style of defense will not meet.

Variety of Leaseholds to Be Had. 

Tt was in 1906 that the sanitary board 
opened its canal sites to lease by manufac- 
turers. This right of way owned by the 
district varies in depth from the minimum of 

270 feet to a depth of 1,000 and more. There 
are sections in which tracts of fifty acres in 
a single block are for lease, and from this 


maximum the properties are scaled down un- 
til where it is desirable a manufacturer may 


contract for the mere right to tie boats up 
at a landing. 


For its length of t two miles from 
Robey street in Chicago Joliet, there are 
five towns which will find community in- 
terests in the building up of this Valley of 
Manufactures. First of these towns is Sum- 
mit, with a population of 700, soon to be

Almost seventeen years ego, when Capt. 
Me Donald's family had been ten yeare on 
the island, summer and winter, the captain 
saw the necessity for getting his children into 
t hool. He acquired a farm near Casevilie 
and his children have grown up there, going 
to school and tending the farm while the 
captain has kept night vigil on Charity island. 

Charity island light is a fixed white light 
marking one of the ugly shoals of the Sag- 
inaw bay. The lamp in the snow white tower 
has been there since 1857, and*the captain 
has tended it since March 20, 1882. It was in 
1876 that Capt. McDonald entered the life 
saving service, from which he became cap- 
tain of the lighthouse service at Point aux 
Barques in 1879. Thence he went to Charity 
island light in 1882. 

* 5 
Used One Lamp Since 1857. 

In the Charity island tower is the original 
lamp fitted there in 1857. The lamp itself is 
an oblong globemade up of prisms and lenses 
polished to diamond brilliancy which catches 
up the light of a comparatively smal) kero- 
sene lamp and sends out a light of 1,600 can- 
die power, visible to the horizons’ In day- 
light a hood is drawn over the lamp for pro- 
tection after the glass has been polished. 
At sundown the lamp is lighted and inserted,

where it burns till sunrise, with the cap- 
tain or Assistant Brown always on watch 
while it burns. For the lamp to flare out for 
an hour oa a dark night could mean ship- 
wreck and death for passing ships. 

Just here in the line of the strictest atten- 
tion to duty Capt. McDonald once experi- 
enced the fatality that seems to mark some 
things in life. For in the fulfillment of his 
whole duty, the captain one winter night sent 
the steamer Oconto ashore with Its crew of 
twenty-two men, twenty-two men passen- 
gers, three women, and one child. 

As shown in the captain's journal, it was 
the night of Dec. 4 1885. A half gale was 
blowing from the southeast, driving a soft 
snow ahead of it. The steamer had tried to 
make Alpena from Harbor Beach, but at 
nightfall turned back to shelter at Tawas. 
Tawas is fifteen miles from Charity island, 
and the light at the harbor is white, with one 
of the octagonal outer windows darkened. 
At Tawas harbor, just when thie darkened 
window is dead ahead, the boat putting in 
heads directly for this blind spot in the light. 

In the bliiding now storm he Oconto 
could not hold steerage way and drifted out . 
of her course. About 12:30 o'clock her cap- 
tein suddenly spied a white light which he 
mistook for the Tawas light, then fifteen 
miles away. Almost at the same moment 
Capt. McDoneld discovered that the snow 
was piling up on a southeast window, stick- 
ing, and he reached out to clean off the ob- 
structing snow. His shadow darkened the 
pane and the captain of the Oconto headed 


directly for the dark spot, certain thet he 
was making for the harbor mouth at Tawaa. 
The result was wreck. 

Next morning Capt. McDonoad, walking 
along the shore of the island to the south- 
east, discovered the wreck. He and his 36 
sistant put out in a boat and brough a load 
of passengers ashore. A fishing station on 
the island sent other boats and the half 
hundred persons on the wreck were rescued 
and cared for until the storm subsided. The 
only fatality was that of the negro cook on 
the boat, who died from fright and who lies 
puried on the island. 

That the life of the lighthouse keeper is 
not all monotony is testified to by the ex- 
perience of the captain on one occasion in 
July, 1900, when he and four companions 
drifted twenty hours in a waterlogged sail 
boat, 

* * 
Sail Boat Turns Turtle. 

The men were building an oilhouse on the 
island and on that afternoon of July 6 had 
gone ashore at Caseville with the captain, 
who had need of supplies. They were re- 
turning under threatening conditions when, 
without a second’s warning, à squall struck 
them, cutting the canvas to ribbone and car- 
rying away one of the masts. The boat turned 
turtle, throwing every one into the water. 

“When I came up I found one man un- 

accounted for.“ said the captain. “It was 
pitch dark and the wind was blowing a 
hurricane. The man under the boat was a

every foot of its canal front becomes an in- 
tegral part of an open dock that is in direct 
deep water touch with all the porte of the 
great lakes. With a thirty-two foot fall of 
water at Lockport the district’s electric pow- 
er plant, costing $4,000,000, will generate 40,- 
000 horse power of current and already is 
producing 16,000 horse power for delivery. 
This power is available for manufactures 
locating on the canal property under lease. 
In total there is 5,500 acres of this canal land 
for disposal, and while comparatively litttle 
of it has been leased the present leases mean 
an income of more than $75,000 a year for the 
privileges. 

Three main lines of railroad parallel the 
canal into Chicago and with the intersections 
of the belt lines of railroads give the closest 
of rall and water connections with the port 
of Chicago. An electric line giving 5 cent 
fares between the towns on the canal is in 
operation. At Summit the canal is adjacent 
to the clearing yards of some of the great 
railroads centering in Chicago, touching also 
the Chicago Junction, Chicago Terminal 
Transfer, and the Indiana Harbor belt roads, 
through which any Chicago line may be 
reached, 

* 


Good Transportation Afforded. 
Practically every mile of this valley of the 
canal is desirable for habitation, lying high 
and well drained, with frequent woody sites 
that are admirable for home building. As 
manufactures open for the employment of 


men the opportunities for town building are 


encouraged by the transportation afforded by 
the railroads and the surface electric line 
connecting existing towns at 5 cent fares. 

On the part of the sanitary board reserva- 
tions will be made of canal frontage for a 
terminal warehouse at Summit, where freight 
may be removed from water to rail; a central 
warehouse and distributing station for the 
canal zone is to be reserved; docks will be 
built at intervals connecting roade by car 
ferries, and a turning basin for canal craft 
will be provided. Lighters will be provided 
as freight communicants between Chicago 
and the manufactories that avail theniselves 
of canal sites, with a warehouse and dock 
probably at Washington street in Chicago 
from which manufacturers may have city 
distribution of manufactured products by 
means of the waterway.

Big Plants Already Hold Leases. 
How this canal zone will operate as it 
builds up with large institutions is illus- 
trated in some of the big plants that already 

have taken fifty year leases of canal lands. 
In the case of the Corn Products company 
and its $6,000,000 plant near Summit the 
location on the canal strip allows of the 
company’s giving up its other plants in Chi- 
cago, Waukegan, and Peoria, while remain- 
ing in direct waterway touch with the two 
larger centers of population: Building such 
a plant necessitates also the bullding of a 
new town that shall house its 2,000 or more 


 employés. 


At Lockport the Western United Gas and 


Electric company has secured a site from 
which it will supply gas to forty towns and 
cities in the immediate territory, naturally 
taking from these cities and towns the labor 
occupied in such production and adding to 
the population of the canal zone. 
* * 
Many Special Privileges Leased. 

The International Harvester company is 
One of the large industries attracted to the 
canal valley and has almost twenty-one acres 
under lease for fifty years at an annual 
rental of $9,000. From these large leases in 
iifty year periods, however, leases at present 
are possible allowing a stone company for 
one month the privilege of tying up to the 
canal bank in order to load crushed stone 
upon a barge. 

Farming lands have been leased for one to 
four years, for pasture or for the privilege of 
cutting wild hay. Several railroads are pay- 
ing for water privileges, by which tanks are 
supplied for filling locomotive boilers. For 
this purpose the canal water is highly re- 
garded as containing much less of scale 
forming materials then is the water ordi- 


narily available through that section. A 


dozen or more residences condemned to make 
way for the canal are left on the hands of 
the drainage board and are rented. 

Hoyt King, manager for this real estate 
department of the sanitary district of Chi- 
cago, feels that the imagination of Chicago- 
ans must be allowed even more than Chicago 
play in order to anticipate all that the manu- 
facturing opportunity of this Valley of Mauu- 
factures offers in the future.

Some of the fastest trains into 
Chicago may spend an hour covering the last 
twenty-five miles into the city.

Simple Rules for Boning 
and’ Finishing Princess Waist. 


The boning of a waist today usually means 
Mot simply a waist, but a princess garment, 
which means the bones have to extend below 
the waist. It is a safe plan to stitch and 
finieh all the seams but the under arms, and 
the dest finish’ is fine overcasting. The 
seams should be ‘one-half inch wide, and at 
the waist line, as well as above and below 
where the seams draw „en open, they 
should be notched in a curved shape a quar- 
ter of an inch ih towards the seam. This 
should enable them to lie flat when pressed 


open.

Beginning with the middle back seam, take 
the Prussian binding, turn in one end about 
three-quarters of an inch, measure six inches 
up from the waist line (which should be clear- 
ly and accurately defined by a basting 
thread). and place the loop end of the bind- 
ing there.

Cut two bone lengths at a time for corre- 
sponding seams, and the length of each is 
measured from the top of the loop to within 
one-half inch of the bottom. The ends of 
the bones must be rounded off smoothly: then 
slip the bone into the casing made for it, be- 
tween the binding and the dress seam. Slip 
it up to the top of the pocket made by over- 
handing the binding together, and fasten it 
one-half inch from the top by sewing straight 
through bone and binding. A No. 8 needle 
and single thread of twist should be used. It 
is next fastened at a point two inches above 
the waist line in the same manner.

The waist line is the next point where a 
fastening ig made, and between this point 
and the one already fastenec the bone must 
be sprung as much as possible. To do 
this hold the seam in one hand, the bone in 
the other, and pull up on the bone and push 
down on the seam, and fasten it securely 
while holding it in place. This does not take 
all the fullmess out of the binding, and is 
not intended to do so. The bone is fastened 
for the last time one-half inch from the 
bottom este, and sprung in the same 
manner as above the waist line. The figure, 
and in consequence a tight fitting garment, 


comes more between the points two inches 


above and below the waist line than at any 
other place, and so it is necessary to have 
the bones hold the seam as taut as possible 
in these places. All the bones are put in in 
the same manner, and after they are all in 
excepting the under arm seam ones the gar- 
ment should de tried on, and then it can be 
easily determined how much the bones have 
taken up. and whether it will be better to 
stitch these & seams inside or out-

MERICANS are greatly impressed in vis- 
iting foreign countries to find out how 
hard foreign women toil, often shouwlder- 
ing more than their just responsibilities. 
This ts certainly true in southern coun- 
tries, where women are sometimes de 
graded by hard and menial labor. No- 
where is this more noticeably true than in 


Italy, where the women do their own work, care for the 


children, and help support the family. 
Wages are better and taxes are lower, so the burdens of 
women are not so heavy. But in Venice, Rome, and Na- 
ples life means hard toil. 

The women are forced to earn a living, and so they 
do whatever they can put their hands on. They clerk . 
in small shops and stand in the squares selling flowers, 
jeWelry, and plaster casts. But competition is so great 
and the wares so cheap that many are forced to earn 
a living by harder methods. The narrow streets are 
thronged with women carrying infants on their arms, 
hawking their fruits and flowers. Others trudge along 
carrying heavy sacks and great loads on their backs. 
Many walk for miles along the country roads selling 
their garden product and the fleece just shorn from 


the sheep.

Do Much Work Out of Doors. 
In R@me and Naples more especially the w 
most of their work out of Woors.

In spite of the theory that France has always nec 
that woman should be an adortiment to the home, many 
are compelled to become laborers.

This fs largely because do much ma- 
chinery is used which requires great skill in manipu-" 
lation. 
Though today one-fourth of the men earn their tae? 
ing in industries, three-eighths of the women toil fn the 
same way. They work in two distinet branches, in com- 
mon industries, where they hold subordinate positions, 
and ifi the making of articles de luxe such ‘as flowers, 
fans, and tissues. Most of the French silk is made by 
women. It is held by manufacturers that those indus- 
tries in which women are largely engaged are constant- 
ly improving while those dominated by men are on the 
decline. The most representative of the French indus- 
tries is the making of women's garments, and this is 
largely women's work, while almost all the designing 
for fashion plates {js done by them.

Young Marriages End in Egypt. 

Until recently in Egypt girls and boys were married 
when they were young. It was common for a girl to 
be married by the time she was 14 and a boy when 16. 
But they now wait a few years longer. The parents 
always select the man they wish for the son-in-law. 
The girl is satisfied to know that she is going te have 
new dresses and a great deal of new pretty jewelry. 
The bride and bridegroom rarely see each other before 
the day of the wedding. An important part of the cere- 
mony is to give a bride food and a large urn, which 
symbolize that she will have food and water. 

There are no people so particular about selecting 
husbands and wives for their children as the Moors. 
Their sons and daughters have no right to say who 
they will and will not marry. For after the parents 
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have chosen a word of complaint might result in death. 
A son dare never take a wife unless his mother ap- 
proves, and she is usually chosen from the young women 
of their own clan. But when they cannot find a girl in 
the village who pleases them they seek one among other 
clans. But the young man is supposed to be too timid 
to court the girl alone whom his mother chooses, and 
so he usually takes several friends with him. It is 
their duty to sing the girl’s praises in the hope of giv- 
ing him courage to carry on the courtship. 

But the formal engagement must take place in the 
presence of the head man. It is before him that the 
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young man hands over the sum he nas agreed to give 
the girl’s father. This varies according to what he can 
afford, the beauty of the bride, and their social position. 
The bride usually buys the trousseau with the money 
the young man gives her father. 

Moorish girls are exceedingly fond of pretty clothes 
and plenty of handsome jewelry, so their trouseaux 
are often wonderfully elaborate. On her wedding day 
a professional woman from the town is employed to 
dress the bride. She paints her face, combs out her 
hair, and arranges the jewels. Not much before sunset 
does the bridegroom send the box in which the bride 
is to be conducted on a mule to his house. Before she 
goes to his house she drives all about town. In some 
parts when the bride enters her new home the bride- 
groom walks backwards holding a dagger in his hand 
and she follows him, touching the point of the blade 
with the tip of her finger. 

Where a family can afford it a girl usually is accom- 
panied by an old nurse, who gives her good words of 
counsel as the lazy mute trudges along leisurely. Before 
she leaves the girl, whom she has cared for since the 
bride was a child, she whispers: “Take courage; you 
need not fear. He cannot help but love you; you are 
Sweet, good, and kind.“

In Australia Girls Must Wed. 

Among primitive peoples marriage usually is more 
insistent and girls are courted in even a less romantic 
manner. Among the Australians every girl must marry, 
whether she will or not. It is considered wonderfully 
strange if a girl is 12 years old and is still unmarried. 
This is not because the girls or parents are romantic, 
but the parents feel that a girl is only worth the toil 
she gives. 

“The man,” says the Rev. H. C. Meyer, “ regards 
them more as slaves than in any other light.

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LTHOUGH the story of the Garden of Eden 
is one of the oldest surviving iy literature 
and tradition, its ever increasing age but 
adds to the burden of proof for its gen- 
uine existence in remotest ages of the 
race.

The early discoverers of America as they looked 
upon the scenery which surrounded them were charmed 
by it.

Among the wild tribes of Amer- 
ica they found traditions and tales bearing marked re- 
semblances to those which are contained in the bible, 
and yet there is no evidence to prove that they came 
from any foreign source. ,

American Traditions of Serpent in Eden. 

Among the traditions are references not only to the 
tree and serpent but to the first pair, our first ances- 
tors, as well as to the flood. 

Before the time of the discovery Madoc reached 
strange lands which gave rise to a mythological geog- 
raphy. Brandon, an Irish missionary, discovered an 
island in the Atlantic ocean which he called the Isle 
of the Blessed.” Arab geographers speak of an At- 
lantic island cajied in Arabic the “Isle of the Serpent.

They 
thought the Indies were a miracle wrought by the Al- 
mighty that the prophecies should be fulfilled. The vast, 
mass of land was regarded as a paradise, and it grew 
in magnitude before the eyes of Europe until the people 
could no longer resist the conclusion that a new world 
had been added to geography. ;

Tree of Life in Mexican Legend. 

The tree of life, Dr. Peet narrates, is mentioned in 
Mexican mythology and the tree is a common symbol 
and is associated with the serpent. The remarkable 
feature about it is that the serpent represents the base 
of the tree and the bird the top of the tree. 

The first pair are represented as seated at either 
side of the tree under the shadow of the branches. The 
cross finds its meaning in the points of the compass, 
but what is most remarkable is that it was called by

A similar view of the tree and the cross prevailed 
among the wild tribes of the north. When the rain- 


Records of 

Dr. Peet considers that there are many records 
which have come to us from the ruined cities of Baby- 
lonia which are valuable in locating the Garden of 
Eden. These consist of the cuneiform tablets, recently 
discovered, which corifirm the traditional view and sup- 
plement the mythologies which have come down to us 
from the ancient nations and have been repeated by 
the classic writers of Greece and Rome. 

The cuneiform tablets assert that “before the gods 
had emanated from the abyss the herbs were ungrown 
and plants were ungathered.” And the first chapter 
of Genesis relates that every plant of the field was 
made in the earth and every herb as it grew, for it 
was by the Word that these were created. 

The Tel-el-Amarna tablets have shown how it was 
possible that a word which signified God could come 
to designate the one Supreme Deity. The Babylonian 
kings were deified by their subjects, but the local 
Baalim were regarded as so many forms of one and 
the same deity. N 

Man's creation took place before the Garden ot 
Eden was prepared, and after the garden was planted 
man was placed in it. In this respect Genesis and 
geology agree. The creation of man was different from 
the planting of the Garden of Eden, and different from 
the tree which was pleasant to the sight and good for 
food, and especially different from the tree of life in 
the midst and the tree of knowledge of good and evil.

Where the Garden of Eden is Located. 
The word garden,“ Dr. Peet considers, is used tc 
signify a protected region, secondly, a delightful spot. 
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third, a piece of ground appropriated to the cultiva- 
tion of herbs or plants. Either of these definitions 
would -apply to the region which tradition has fixed 
upon «as being in the valley of the Tigris and Eu- 
phrates, rather than in any other spot, 4 region in 
which are rivers which were well known and in which 
plants and trees and verdure of all kinds, and around 
which were the mountains which served in a degree for 
protection. A river went out of Eden to water the 
ground and parted into four heads. Eden was so large 
that the river or rivers flowed out of it which in their 
course run through the Paradisaic enclosure. 


From the mythology of Scandinavia comes the story 
of the ash, the greatest and best of all trees; its 
branches spread over the whole world and even reach 
above heaven; it has-three roots, wide asunder. Under 
the root that stretches out toward the frost giants is 
Minier’s well, in which wisdom and wit lie hidden. A 
third root is in heaven. Underneath it is the holy 
Urdar fountain. It ig here that the gods sit in juds- 
ment. 


This, as Dr. Peet points out, is reminiscent of the 
story of the tree in the Garden of Eden. It is followed 
by the story of Baldur, who is said to be the best, and 
all mankind are loud in his praise.

Mrs. Jule F. Brower, who has a pretty talent for 
story writing, one evening came right out, without notic- 
ing what she was doing, and wrote some verses for her 
dinner cards that were so good that one of the men pres- 
ent demanded to buy them of her, to run in connection 
with some advertisements of his business. 

Mrs. Chatfield-Taylor, also, in the interims between 
ordering the soup course and the dessert for her dinner 
parties, dashes off a bunch of couplets by which her 
guests find their places and incidentally are moved even 
to a greater degree of admiration for their hostess. 

By this impartial distribution of favors in and about 
Chicago the Muse of Poetry is plainly seen to play fa- 
vorites. The people whom you would expect to write 
poetry do not, and those who look as if they didn't and 
don’t need to for a living are the most prolific in their 
productions, proving thereby that the muse is not phil- 
anthropic or utilitarian in her purposes, but preserves 
the attitude of her ancient Attic birth in favoring the 
beautiful and those whom her esthetic taste fancies.

: Play Producers 


Kinder to Writers. 


Of late the author who produces his own 
plays is prominent among the most celebrated 
managers and producers. This is an innova- 
tion coming from the fact that playwrights 
are Men more familiar with the stage than 
they formerly were. They study their work 
technically and often are among the most 
successful and exacting producers. Even 
when the play happens to come from some- 
body who knows nothing about the theater, 


an outward deference is paid to him which 
he did not receive in other days. 


Once Charles Klein, who wrote The Lion 
atid the Mouse,“ was put out of the house be- 
cause he objected to some of the changes 
that were being made in hig play at the re- 


| bearsal. Now the author is uppermost, and 


if it ie necessary to change his Unes those 
concerned freqently: resort to subterfuge to 
get their way. 


Rida Johnson Young is always determined 


that no liberties shall be taken with her 
work, and she is right on hand at rehearsals 
and she has, to say the least, individuality 
enough to express her ideas of now she wants 
things done. She is the terror of actors and 
producers, as she won't change her lines and 
she won't change her situations. Yet she is 
apt to regret loudly that she hasn't a pro- 
ducer who is forceful enough to prevent in- 
terpretations which she considers particu- 
larly inane. 

When Brown of Harvard was put on, 
Henry Woodruff, who was leading man, had 
an interest of one-third in the production. 
Perhaps it was for this reason, or perhaps it 
was because the Shuberts and Henry Miller. 
who each had a third interest, were backing 
him. But at an} rate he and Leura Hope 
Crews rehearsed their parts apart from the 
rest of the company, and upon the opening 
night the lines were not given as the author 
expected they would be. It was agreed that 
as they had been a success as given then, 
they should be left as rendered. 

Clyde Fitch and Augustus Thomas both re- 
hearse their own plays. They are among 
the author producers who have contributed 
to the change, bringing forth what is known 
as the new school of producers. The. pro- 
ducer of the new school ig the producer who 
gets his results by polite methods and who 
doés not resort to anything worse than subtle 
sarcasm when human petience has reached 
its limite. 

J. C. Huffman, who staged The Prince of 
India and The Woif "' of Dugene Walter, 
ig an old school manager. He isthe manager 
for the Shuberts. He is a man of great 
force and determination, and from the glow- 
ing: accounts of those who have rehearsed 
under him it is nothing for him to go into a 
rage and swear and tear his hair and jump 
all over everybody. 

The author wants us to do it this way 
but then he is only.the author,“ is a famous 
s managers saying that ie aerédited to 
Huffman. 

Augustus Thomas, when the clash comes 
between actor and author, makes use of some 
gentle sarcasm for which he is noted. Once 
he was rehearsing an actress who had been 
accustomed to playing in spectacular parts 
and melodrames in large theaters: Mr. 
Thomas, who is extremely methodical, uses a 
megaphone at the rehearse) and stands well 
back in the house. 

“If you please, Miss Blank,” he said softly 
and gently though the megaphone, * would 


you mind taking a little of the Academy of 


Music out of your voce? 

A little later the same actress was in bad 
again by attacking some simple little speech 
as if it were tragedy. 

“As a favor to me, Miss Blank,”’ said Mr. 
Thomas, please don’t camp out over the 
open vowels.“ 

Paul Armstrong, who also rehearses his 
own plays, is of the modern school. He 
staged ‘*‘ The Heir to the Hoorah, and he told 
an actor who was playing the part of a so- 
ciety man to carry his gloves in a certain 
way. 

But a gentleman never would carry them 
that way, I am sure,“ said the actor. 

“Don’t take so much on hearsay,’ said 
Armstrong. 

George Cohan, author, actor, and producer, 
has the sarcasm of the new school and the 
ferocity of the old. 

He makes everybody run like mad, said 
one of the actors rehearsing under him. A 
megaphone is too slow for George. He begins 
prepartions by taking his coat off. And when 
he wants to change a point he rushes down 
upon the stage from the back of the house. 

„Keep moving! he shouts. “ The people 
don't come to the theater to go to sleep.” 

In fact, the fast tempo in which George does 
everything has permeated his pieces until 
their rate of speed became a matter of criti- 
cism. So when the George Evans minstrels 
were brought out, although Cohan produced 
it, he took the hint and hired another stage 
manager. There was too much of himself in 
whatever he produced. 

William A. Brady is the most excitable of 
managers He has the habit of hiring a stage 
manager and paying him §200 or so to be 
aseured of the best. Then he rushes in at the 
last minute and changes everything that the 
other man has put in motion.

“Tt was when I was playing in Kansas City 
that I got the idea for a rehearsal of waiters,” 
says Mr. Fields. It was this way. When you 
eat in Kansas City you have to eat on the 
American plan. When lam playing I haveto 
take dinner pretty early so as to get to the 
theater as soon as I like to be there., 

The doors were never open in the hotel 
dining room until 6 o’clock during a stay 
there, and a few minutes before 6 would al- 
ways see me hanging around the door. It 
was then that I saw something doing every 
night with the head waiter and the waiters. 
The head waiter had them all in the dining 
room and put them through a drill as to how 
they were to stand, how to hold things, where 
they were to do everything and how to do it.

COMBINING FOR IMPROVEMENT. 

A letter from one of the winners in 
Tus Trisunp’s garden contest contains a 
suggestion of interest. It is that the 400 
persons who participated form an asso- 
ciation of amateur gardeners to foster 
plans for similar work in coming years. 
Still another suggestion is made that lec- 
tures on flower and vegetable gardens be 


the same end in view. The feeling is 
general that the satisfaction of the in- 
dividual should be followed by an influ- 
ence upon the neighborhood and upon the 
whole city. 

What seems to be a practical plan in 
this direction is being worked out in Birm- 
ingham, Ala. The mayor of that city, 
Mr. George B. Ward, is endeavoring to 
beautify the place by means of the work 
of block improvement associations. He is 
appealing to the residents in each block to 
organize for the sole purpose of improv- 
ing its physical appearance. He is urg- 
ing the women, particularly, to take the 
plan up and make it a success. If he is | 
able to arouse the citizens in the manner 
indicated it will not be long before Birm- 
ingham will be well known as a “ city 
beautiful.” 

His plan does not require much in the 
way of constitution or bylaws. Cleaner 
streets and alleys, the planting of trees 
and flowers, the improvement of vacant 
property, the betterment of conditions 
about the home are the objects sought. 
A better civic outlook and larger interest 
in public affairs will be- the ultimate out- 
come. But the creation of a city of phys- 
ical beauty, good health, and of pleasant 
homes is the immediate thing desired. 

A recent number of the Outlook, de- 
scribing the Ward plan in Birmingham, 
reproduces the advice printed on cards 
headed, Do It Now.” The list of things 
mentioned is comprehensive. Rickety 
fences, dead limbs, bare spots, blank 
walls, unsightly objects, weeds, improp er 
or delayed public repairs, care of “side- 
tan open sewer fnlets are some of the 
topics treated briefly. 

The block improvement society looks 
like a good idea. The “ neighborhood ” 
societies are rendering effective service in 
many places. Their strength comes from 
the interest of individual members. The 
“block” society is intermediary between 
the two. The three taken together would 
make up a combination certain to accom- 
plish much in the direction of a “city 
beautiful,” The cotperation of all indi- 
viduals who are willing to do their part 
toward improving Chicago would mean 
much. ; 


PURER MILE IN SIGHT. 

There are troublous times ahead for the 
milkman who has been putting a poor 
article on the market. The United States 
government has joined hands with the 
state of Illinois and the city of Chicago 
in an unrelenting warfare. The dishonest 
milk dealer must go. An assurance of 
pure milk is what has been asked for for 
a long while. But it has been impossible 2 
of accomplishment without the aid of the 
federal authorities. 

The city health officers have put forth 
earnest efforts to curb a business which 
has 80 vital a connection with the well- 
being of thousands of children. They 
have done a good deal in exposing the 
dealers who have bad no compunctions in 
profiting at the expense of the health and 
life of the helpless. But there always 
has been the ready excuse that the deal- 
ers sell what is delivered to them by the 
shippers. This has forced the inquiry 
farther back. 

The state of Illinois has codperated in 
the campaign for pure milk so far as 
those shippers are concerned whose dairy 
farms are within the bounds of this com- 
monwealth. Chicago's supply, however, 
is received from neighboring states as 
well. The Idlinois officials have had no 
authority over the shippers in Bet cad 
sin, Indiana, or Iowa. 

The United States government has a 


barriers. Milk is an article of food for 
thousands of people. The law relating 
to pure food has been invoked. Evidence 
has been collected in the form of sam- 
ples of milk taken from actual] shipments. 
There has been no advertising of the cam- 
paign. The dealers have not been cog- 
nizant of the inquiry. The milk secured 
for analysis is that which is shipped 
every day for the Chicago market. 

No sympathy will be wasted on the 
sinners. They have been well aware of 
the quality of the milk they have shipped. 
Their offense has been a flagrant one. 
They have not been brought to punish- 
ment by the city and the state. But it 
will be another story when the federal

Another striking indication of the 
changed Latin-American attitude is found 
in recent statement of the leading 
Chilean newspaper. It is that if the new 
independent government which is to be 
established in Cuba shall break down no 
Latin-American country will have any 
reason to object to the United States 
taking over the island for all time. 
Now that distrust and suspicion have 
been effectually banished from the South 
American breast, the people of that con- 
tinent will be ready to court a more inti- 
mate contact with those of this continent. 
That, as the Brazilian, ambassador says, 
can bring only good and progress to 
them. It will inspire them with Nerth 
American energy and hopefulness. N 
United States will gain in a material way 
by that intimate contact. It will mean 
closer trade relations. It will mean that 
the people of the South American states 
will turn here rather than to Burope for 
the satisfaction of their terial wants. 
Gradually in matters of sentiment and of 
commerce the two continents will become 


one. 


MONDAY VS. THURSDAY. 

The first presidential Thanksgiving day 
proclamation was issued by Washington 
in 1789. The day designated by bim was 
Thursday, the 26th of November. Six 
years later, when he again invited the 
people to return thanks for blessings re 
ceived, the day selected was Thursday, 
the 19th of February. When, in 1863, 
President Lincoln announced a national 
day of thanksgiving he chose the one first 


selected by Washington—the last Thurs- 


day in November. That has been the 
practice during the last forty-five years. 

Now some innovators who have no re 
spect for precedent and are ready to chal- 
lenge any custom, no matter how vener- 
able, are asking why there should not 
be a change. They do not take exception 
to the month, but they do to the day of 
the week. They say that if the annual 


thanks were, to be ‘given on Monday in- 


stead of Thursday nobody would be put 
eut in any particular, while there would 
be a distinct gain for many. A Thure- 
day holiday cuts the week in two. A 
Monday holiday would only clip off a day 
at the beginning’ of it. The school chil- 
dren and the teachers would be delight- 
ed with three consecutive days of free- 
dom. Business men and their employés, 
it is alleged, would—be better satisfied if 
Monday were selected. People who 
wished to ‘celebrate away home 
would have to sacrifice one business day 
the less to do it. N 

This reasoning has force. It may have 
convinced the Canadian government, 
which recently announced that the do- 
minion Thanksgiving day was to be on a 
Everybody is pleased 
when Christmas or the Fourth*of July 
eomes on a Monday, for it means two 
consecutive days of no worn Labor day 
comes on Monday and is none the less 
welcome. People can give thanks and 
eat turkey on Monday as well as on 
Thursday. 

The president can in theory designate 
any day of any month he pleases, but he 
is fettered by custém. He would not 
like to break its chains unless reasonably 
certain that there would be no popular 
ery that he was robbing the. people. of 
their venerable Thanksgiving day. If the 
champions of Monday wish to carry their 
point they must agitate more energet- 
ically.’ They must open the eyes of the 
community to the superiority of Monday, 
After they shall have done that whoever 
may be president at the time will do the 
rest. 


THE MAYORS’ ASSOCIATION. 

The third annual meeting of the Lli- 
nois Mayors’ association wil] be held next 
month. It is said that there are now 
represented in it 1,100 cities and village’, 
having fully two-thirds of the population 
of the state. Thus the new organization 
has become an important potential factor 
in the solution of the vexatious problems 
of municipal government. Many of the 
difficulties which the villages and small 
cities have to contend with differ only in 
degree from those which beset the largest 
cities. The legislation which will benefit 
Chicago will benefit hundreds of towns 
throughout the state. That legislation 
can be most easily secured by the joint 
action of the municipalities concerned. 
That will be a part of the work of the 
Mayors’ association, 

The legislature was asked at its last 
session to raise the debt limit of munici- 
palities. Chicago needs such legislation 
greatly. So do other places in the state, 
Because of the lack of it public improve- 
mente which those communities ought to 
have are beyond their reach. The gen- 
eral assembly, largely because it was 
tired out and fractious, refused to amend 
the law in the manner proposed. It de- 
nied a majority of the people of the state 
legislation they desired. 

A new.general assembly, fresh from the 
people, will convene next January. In 
view of that fact the Mayors’ association 
could with propriety take up at its ap- 
proaching meeting a matter which is of 
profound concern to most of the munici- 
palities represented in it. It could pre- 
pare to press upon ‘the next legislature 
this matter of reasonable enlargement of 
the borrowing power of cities. An or- 
ganization which has behind it two-thirds 
of the population onght to have more in- 
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fidence of the plafh people. Mr. Bryan

and as the result of the report issued by a 
royal commission appointed by King Ed- 
ward L to devise means for meeting the diffi- 
culty created by the limitations placed by the 
church upon divines inne were selected in the 
proximity of the courts’ where “ students, 
apt and eager,” recruited either from the 
metropolis or from the provinces, could be 
housed while studying the law, and In Hsten- 
ing to the arguments and decisions in the 
various tribunals. These inns were in fact 
so many serménaries for students of law, and 
just because their inmates received their 
principal instruction in the courts, were 
designated “ inne of court. 

Thus organized on the collegiate principle, 
the inne of court prospered under the Su- 
pervision of the crown, which invested them 
with all sorts of privileges, chief among 
which is the monopoly of issuing the licenses 
to practice law at the bar. Formerly there 
were , quite a number of inns. But now the 
larger ones have absorbed those of minor 
importance, and there are four that remain, 
namely, the Inner and Middie temple, Lin- 
coin’s inn, and Gray’sinn. They have com- 
bined in framing and enforcing regulations 
having for their end a preliminary examina- 
tion for admission to an inn, the keeping of 
terms, the attendance at lectures and pri- 
vate classes, and finally an examination of 
graduation, on the strength of which the 
student receives his call to the bar. 

The studies and examinations are superin- 
tended and controlled by a council of legal 
education, consisting of twenty benchers. 
nominated in equal numbers by each inn, and 
by a permanent committee of education and 
examination appointed by and taken from 
the counci) itself. The expenses of these 
and of the paid lecturers and examiners are 
met by the fees payable at the various ifins, 
which average about $800, though the tutorial 
and other expenses usually bring up the cost 
of the legal education of a member of the 
bar to about $3,000, from the time of his ad- 
mission to the inns of court until three 
years later he receives hig call to the bar. 


* 


The members of each of the four inn of 
court consist ef the benchers, the barristers, 
and the students. The benchers are the gov- 
erning bodies of the four inns, and are com- 
posed of the senlor members, self-elected, 
and unrestricted as to numbers. Thus, the 
board of benchers at Gray’s inn dees not 
exceed twenty, whereas at Lincoln's inn they 


|} exceed three score and ten. Their powers 


are practically without limit in their reapec- 
tive societies, while their particular responsi- 
bilities are the superintendence and manage- 
ment of the @oncerns of the inn, the ad- 
mission of candidates as students, the pass- 
ing upon their antecedents, the calling of 
them to the bar, and the exercise of disci- 
pline generally over all the members 

The meetings of the benchers ast denom- 
inated a “parliament” in \the inner and 
middle temple, a pension in Gray’s inn, 
and a “council” in Lincoln’s inn. The 
presiding officer is the treasurer, one of the 
benchersa being elected annually to the dig- 
nity. 

Considerable discrimination is exercised 
with regard to the status of the candidates 
for admission to the various inns, and con- 
sequently to practice at the bar, and the 
benchers have the right of rejecting any ap- 
plicant, with or without cause assigned. As 
a general rule the inns of court close their 
doors to men who have been bankrupt „or 
who are connected with any trade, or else 
who have been guilty of any misconduct, 
not necessarily a breach of the law, but 
which is calculated to affect the claims of the 
members of the bar to the official designa- 
tion as “gentlemen” and “ esquire.” 
Moreover, the henchers have the right to ex- 
pel from their inn any one of the members 
thereof who in their opinion has been guilty 
of dishonorable behavior, and inasmuch as 
the legal practice in all the superior courts 
of law in the realm is strictly limited to mem- 
bers of one of the four inns of court, a bar- 
rister’s expulsion from his inn means that 
he is virtually disbarred, since he no longer 
enjoys the right of pleading. Let me add 
that membership of an inn of court is an 
indispensable qualification for every judge- 
ship of the superior courts of law and equity, 
both. in the united kingdom and in the col- 
onies, and? indeed, is regarded as an indis- 
pensable qualification for nearly all offices 
of a judicial character.

The inns of the inner and middle temple 
owe their name to the fact that their prem- 
ises formerly belonged to the Knights Tem- 
plars, on whose suppression the buildings 
and grounds passed to the Knights Hospital- 
lers of St. John of Jerusalem, by whom they 
were leased to “ students of the common 
law.” In 1580 the Knights Hospitallers of 
St. John were dissolved in their turn, the 


property passing into the possession_of the 


crown, which continued the lease until the 


reign of King James, who presented the 


property to the two inns of court—that is to 


say, of the inner and middle temple, in per- 


petulty. The inner and middle temple are 
two separate societies, the inner temple 
owing its name to the fact that it is situated 
within the precincts of the city, and the 
middle temple to the fact that it wae be- 
twixt the Inner and the outer temple.

Rivaling the automobile is the yacht. 
Where a man spends $1,000 keeping his auto- 
mobiles and vehicles in repair he will spend 
fifty times that sum on his yachts and small 
boats. One of the handsomest and best 
equipped yachts in this country is the Nahma, 
owned by Robert Goelet. It has steamed ali 
around the world. It has been visited by 
many important personages, including the 
emperor at Kiel. Mr. Howard Gould owns 
one of the largest of the yachts, called Ni- 
agara. When in commission the million- 
aire’s yacht calls for a captain, a crew, stew- 
ards, cooks, and a large staff of servants. 
There is as much lavish entertaining done on 
these yachts as in ball rooms, and it is not 
uncommon to spend from §40,000 to 660,000 
for yachting alone. Many find one yacht 
insufficient. But the men with real sports- 
man's blood devote time and money ſto hunt- 
ing and their kennels. Others prefer to 
cultivate deer, fish, and rare game. 

W. Bayard Cutting and William K. Van- 
derbilt have vast estates devoted to the 
breeding and preservation of wild game. 
Where the estates are extensive the laying 
out of gardens and caring for the woods 
often runs into the thousands. 

George Vanderbilt's estate, Biltmore, near 
Asheville, N. C., has gardens that enjoy an 
international reputation. Besides the lawns 
and terraces decorated with statues and mar- 
ble urns, there are wonderful aquatic gar- 
dens, in which rare plants are cultivated. 


The Berwind marble home at Newport has 


beautiful, terraces decorated with urns and 
dwarfed trees. 

The William Kelley place at Oconomowoc 
is another estate in which time and money 
are spent. There are collections of rare 
shrubbery and plants which are continually 
bringing him honor,

All kinds of strange stories have been told 
of the extravagantly strange entertainment 
given at Newport and other fashionable re- 
sorts. But it is certainly true that many a 
popular hostess and host spend from $25,000 
to $50,000 on one seagon of entertainment and 
some twice that sum. The leaders of society 
expect to give two or three dinners a week, 
one luncheon, and a breakfast on board a 
yacht or at one or the other the country 
clubs. 

From $5,000 to $10,000 is not . great sum to 
spend on a ball, and these figures are in- 
creased by importing costly favors’ from 
abroad and ordering the music and sup- 
per from one ofthe first restaurateurs in New 
York. Even more fashionable are the lawn 
fétes; some of these are rarely beautiful and 
costly. 

But à fortune is lavished on the wonderful 
gowns and jewels worn by my lady of fash- 
ion. The gowns these women wear at the 
balls given at these fashionable resorts are 
often more costly than the ball dresses worn 
in New York. A half dozen ball gowns are 
none too many at $1,000 each. The dinner 
gowns are as many and beautiful; they range 
from $400 to §600. Street suits and carriage 
gowns are important and costly and are 
worth an expenditure of $2,000. But the ac- 
cessories, including fans, laces, traveling 
coats, hosiery, handkerchiefs, and lingerie, 
mount into the thousands. 

—— 

The men who spend a quarter of a milmon 
and more for a single season do not devote 
the entire season to their country home. They 
wind up with a short trip to a camp in the 
Adiron ks or a six weeks’ stay in Europe. 
A lodge may be had for a rental of $5,000. 
But new furniture must be added, there are 
new hunting costumes for family and serv- 
ants, the expense of the special cars, and 
extra provisions. Three weeks to a month’s 
hunting often costs $30,000. Ifa trip abroad is 
chosen a cool $20,000 may be added. There 
are the chambres des luxes on board, ship- 
ping a touring car to the other side, touring 
expenses, the renting of suites in fashionable 
hotels,.dinners, amusements, etc. 

Certainly in the face of these figures it Is 
not surprising that Americans have the name 
of being good livers and reckless spenders. 


Peculiar Things 
Concerning Tea. 


Tea, which is becoming almost as fashion- 
able in America aa it is in England, is one of 
the most difficult crops to raise. Properly 
handled, tea, made by an expert In brewing 
the delicious beverage, has a delightful 
aroma, and the question often is asked, 
What gives tea its delightful aromatic prop- 
erties? 

Scientists never have known until recently 
juet how to answer this question, but now 
they set forth the statement that the leaf 
holds certain oils and ethers in such minute 
quantities that only by experimenting with 
hundred pound lots has their presence been 
discovered. Tea depends for its flavor upon 
these substances and its price is governed by 
no other reason, according to an English 
scientist who has just been experimenting 
with his countrymen’s favorite drink.

Its seating capacity is 1,000. Behind the 
scene’, where comfort is usually a minus 
quantity, the management Hae léft noth- 
ing undone to secure the happiness of the 
actors, In the dressing rooms one finds many 
little electric devices which add materially 
to the comfort of the players. In the ladies’ 
rooms are electric heaters for curling irons. 

Quick changes will be a feature of this 
hew theater. “Instead of the long waits while 
the scenery is being banged and shifted 
around, complete changes of scenery may 
be accomplished almost instantaneously. By 
an arrangement of ropes and pulleys every- 
thing is lifted up. 

The ventilating features of the house are 
exceptionally fine. There is a huge exhaust 
fan at the top of the theater which draws 
out the impure air. In the basement there 
is a fresh air fan which brings the air from 
the courtyard and pumps it through filters, 
and this air is forced into every part of the 
theater. In winter this filtered air is warmed 
by steam pipes and in summer it is cooled 
artificially. 

The auditorium of the theater leaves noth- 
ing to be desired. The builders and deco- 
rators have done everything that human 
mind can think of for the safety and com- 

fort of the patrons. It is no wonder that 
this popular little comedian is proud of his 
new theater. 

The other player who ig soon to have a 
theater of her own is Maxine Elliott. A few 
months ago Miss Elliott broke ground for 
the new playhouse in New York, which will 
be called the Maxine Elliott theater, It 
will be opened Jan. 1 by the actress her 
self in a new play by Clyde Fitch. 

When the theater is completed and she is 
installed Maxine Elliott will be the first 
woman since the days of Laura Keene to 
have a theater named after her and to man- 
age it herself.

It was all on ac- 
count of her enthusiasm for woman's suf- 
frage. Miss Wynne is one of the prettiest 
young actresses who hae been in Chicago in 
many a long day. She is playing the part of 
Hary in The Servant inthe House.“ But to 
go back to the blush, Miss Wynne had ex- 
pressed her surprise that in America, being 
a free coufitry, women were not allowed to 
smoke in restaurants.

While his invalid mother lay in an ad- 
joining room, William D. Dockery Jr., the 5 
Year old son of Mr. and Mre. William D. 
Dockery, Memphis, Tenn., fell yesterday 
afternoon from an eight story window of the 
Vendome hotel, 6800 Monroe avenue, and was 


instantly Killed. 

The only other occupant of the room at 
the time wae the boy’s younger brother, Joe, 
The little fellows were wrestling 
on a bed near the fatal window. It is believed 
that the older had lost his footing during the 
Sussie and fell against the screen of the 
window, which* gave way, letting bim fall 
to the pavement below. The room faces on 
Monroe avenue. 

As the father was anxious to leave Chicago 
last evening, a special inquest was held in 
the rooms of the hotel in the afternoon by 
Chief Deputy ‘Cotoner Jones and Deputy 
Coroner Hartney. After a score of witnesses 
had been examitied the jury returned a ver- 
dict of accidental death. 

Though the shock of her son's death ron- 
dered Mrs. Dockery’s condition more pre- 
carious, the trip to Memphis was made last 
evening a6 planned. The body of the boy 
Was placed in a coffin and taken by the par- 
ents on the same train, which left at 6 o'clock 
on the Illinois Central railroad. 


Came to Chicago Yesterday. 

Dockerys arrived in Chicago yester- 
4 settee from a two monthe’ visit in 
Port Colborne, Canada. In the party was 
the father, mother, and two boys, a sister, 
Frances, 9 years old. and a nurse to care 
for Mrs. Dockery.

Intuition Warns Mother. 

The first intimation that something had 
happened to her son came to Mrs. Dockery 
apparently by intuition. She rushed into the 
room where they had been playing. She 
saw Joe kaning out of the Window and im- 
mediately surmised what had taken place. 
When she looked down on the street she 
saw a crowd of people gathering under the 
window. Then she fell back on the bed in & 
goon. 
The only person who saw the boy fall was 
Frank H. Thompson, 6217 Monroe avenue, 
who happened to be passing the hotel at the 
time.

Street Market Men Organize for 
Mutual Protection Against 
the Custom. 


Claiming to be the constant victims of 
grafting city inspectors, the pushkes,” or 
market peddlers, took radical action yester- 
day by perfecting an organization for their 
mutual portection. — 

At the meeting ig the casino at 220 West 
Twelfth street chafges were made by the 
800 pushkes who attended to the effect 
that they were held up daily by the city 
sealers and shaken down for petty sume 
ranging from 60 cents to 520. A committee 
was appointed to confer with associations on 
the north and the south sides. When the 
various bodies are consolidated they will 
represent an organization 6,000 strong. 

We are tired of being unjustly imposed 
upon,” said Jacob Schoenberg, wno was 
chosen president of the new agsociation. 
“All we want is a fair deal, and this shak- 
ing down process must stop. We will com- 
plain to the proper authorities and see if this 
business cannot be stopped. . 

What do these inspectors do? They walt 
around until a customer buys potatoes or 
apples, or other fruits. Then they follow the 
customer and take him into some grocery 
store and have the stuff weighed. Then they 
come back and arrest the peddler and ac- 
cuse him of selling light weight. They do 
not give the peddler the opportunity of ae- 
companying the customer to the store where 
they claim to do the weighing, but simply 
make the arrest, and while we know that we 


the Ina@pector against our people, We have 
no remedy except to be dragged to court, and 
in almost every instance we are fined.” 


Pays 80 to Inspectors. 

J. Wolff, the treasurer, asserted that with- 
in the last two weeks one man who hires 
twenty pushkes . was made to pay money 
twice. On the first occasion he said the 
2 peddier”’ paid $10 to have his man 
liberated, while the second time it cost him 
$20 to “fix” the inspector. He declared 
that the practice of extortion against the 
men who push carts was becoming intolerable 
and that the only recourse they had was 
to organize and lay their grievances, as a 
body, béfore the Officials and insist that the 
custom be stopped. 

A. Schnitzer, the vice president, who lives 
at 480 South Pauline street, told of an in- 
cident where one peddler was charged with 
“hort weighing a measure of potatoes. 
The peddier took both the inspectors into 
a liquor saloon and after treating them to

These measures are O. K d.“ at the time of 
the payment of the fee, and it is with these 
measures that they serve their patrons.

In order to accomplish this end he proposes 
that he and his assistants shall watch each

ances and that any little step, grimace, or

other than that of the story of Salome, with 
@ corresponding degree of purity, shall be 
noted. 

At the close of the performance the man- 
ager of the theater, as well as the dancer, 
will be notified to eliminate the criticised 
actions.

Mrs. Harry I. Miller, wife of the presi- 
dent of the South Shore Country club, was 
positive in her declarations that drunken- 
ness does not obtain at the South Shore 
Country club. Although Arthur Burrage 
Farwell of the Hyde Park Protective asso- 
ciation was successful in preventing the club 
from using its nice mahogany bar, despite 
the fact that the club made a legal fight to 
retain it, the members of the club do not go 
in for intoxication, Mrs. Miller said.

The general expectations 


are there will de only slight difference be- 
egy 1908 and 1907, and marked gains over 


The situation during this year, compared 


with the corresponding months of 1907, may 


be illustrated best by stating the percentages 
of each month. Trade was about 50 per cent 
of normal in January, February, and March; 
about 40 per cent in April; about 60 in May; 
75 in June; 88 in July; and normal in Augyst. 

The number of sales or transactions during 
the eight months broke all records. Houses 
have received more orders than ever before, 
and their records show less cancellations. 
Business has gone steadily up to normal, with 
Prices of many articles considerably lower 
than a year ago. Had prices held, business 
would, on the average, have been normal in 
July and much better than norma! for August.

HASTEN NEW CURRENCY NOTES. 

Washington, D. C., Aug. 30.—Director. 
Ralph of the bureau of engraving and print- 
ing is making notéworthy progress in get- 
ting out the new notes under the emergency 
currency act passed at the last session of 
congress. About $95,000,000 already have 
been printed and delivered to the treasury 
and it is expected the daily output from this 
time on will be fully £23.500,000. If this aver- 
age is kept up the full $500,000,000 authofized 
dy the act will be printed and ready for 
delivery to the banks as required by Febru- 
ary. 1900. 

The notes now being printed are for the 
national banks in the reserve cities and as 
soon as these are supplied banks in other 
than reserve cities having a capital of $200,- 
000 or over will be taken up and they will be 
followed by the smaller banks in all sections 
of the country. 

It is the purpose of the treasury depart- 
ment to substitute these notes for those now 
in use as soon as possible and it is thought 
that within the next three months the de- 
partment will be able to discontinue alto- 
gether the present notes and begin the gen- 
eral use of the new ones. 

The new notes differ from those now in use 
only by the addition of the words, “ or other 
securities to the legend on their face, so 
that it will read: ‘This note is secured 
by United States bonds or other securities.”
